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THE PROHIBITION OF RAGS. 


On the goth of August last, the Government 
took the extreme step of prohibiting, for three 
months from September 1, the importation of 
rags. The purpose was to guard against in- 
fection from cholera, then raging in Italy and 
in the south of France. The English Govern- 
ment had caused an examination to be made as 
to the danger of infection, and Sir Charles Dilke 
had reported to the House of Commons that in 
face of evidence that there were no cases of the 
spread of cholera by the importation of rags, he 
had not felt justified in ordering a prohibition 
of French rags in general, though he had denied 
admission to cargoes from the vicinity of Toulon 
and Marseilles. Our Government was not so 
cautious and wise, but prohibited all importation, 
even from such remote points as Russia. The 
result is that the holders of rags have been 
making the most of their opportunity, to the 
detriment of printers and publishers at large. 

Business men would not question a sacrifice 
of their own interests in the face of great public 
danger. They would even support a stretch of 
authority in behalf of public safety, though it 
worked sad havoc to themselves. But no 
authority of law in justification of fact appears 
for this extreme action of the acting Secretary of 
the Treasury. It isa most dangerous precedent, 
aside from its immediate consequences. We 
add our protest, in the name of the publishing 
trade, to the several which have already been 
made against the Government's ill-considered 
action. A common-sense regulation ought to 
be enforced against rags from infected localities, 
and the prohibiting order ought to be revoked. 

Since the above was put in type, the Govern- 
ment has taken the action desired, limiting the 
Provision to infected (7.e. Mediterranean) ports. 
It is to be hoped the general protest will never- 


theless prove useful as a bar to repetition of 
the original mistake. 





Ta paper-makers have meanwhile held a 
meeting to discuss this subject, and, in addition 
‘0 protesting to the Government, have passed a 
resolution to curtail production as well.

The ‘courtesy of the trade” has not usual- 
ly, as we understand it, been held to cover 
importations, and yet when a work is produced 
by international arrangement, there is much to 
be said on both sides. It is certainly a good rule 
to seek—as it is stated was done in the instance 
in point—an understanding between the import- 
ers and American reprinter in cases like this ; but 
there must always be misunderstandings and 
recriminations until a definite legal basis is 
reached. 


THE PAPERMAKERS IN COUNCIL. 


ABOUT 150 papermakers, -representing the 
Eastern division of the American Papermakers’ 
Association, met in the Metropolitan Hotel, 
in N. Y. City on the 23d inst., and protested 
against the three months’ Government embargo 
on the importation of rags. The meeting was 
called to see if the members of the association 
favored ‘‘ any action which will be of bene- 
fit to the trade in the present unsettled state of 
the rag and paper market, caused by a sharp 
advance in stock and a small proportionate 
advance in paper.” 

William H. Parsons, of N. Y. City, President 
of the Association, said that the action of the 
Treasury Department had increased the price of 
rags from 30 to 50 per cent. He had written 
personally to Acting Secretary Coon, and had 
been unable to get even an opinion as to wheth- 
er the prohibition would continue longer than 
Dec. 1 next or not. It had not yet been shown, 
he claimed, that cholera or other contagious 
diseases had ever been spread by imported 
rags. 

Augustine Smith, of New York, said that the 
prohibitory order of the Treasury Department 
had been a great injury to the papermakers and 
publishers in this country. When the order was 
issued he wrote to the Treasury Department for 
its authority, and had received in reply a copy 
of a letter sent to the department by Collector 
Robertson, and he had shown the answer he re- 
ceived to the lawyer of the association and to 
other legal men, and had been informed that it 
was no answer atall, and that there was no 
authority conveyed in it to prohibit the importa- 
tion of rags or any other article. People have 
been led to believe, Mr. Smith argued, that 
there was absolute danger in importing foreign 
rags, while as a matter of fact there is no danger 
at all. When the cholera was in this country 
rags collected and taken to the mills had not 
spread the disease. Eminent European physi- 
cians had given assurance that there was no 

nger from this source. Sir Charles Dilke, 
in England, had recognized this fact, and refused 
to prohibit the importation of foreign rags. 

Mr. Wellington Smith said that the Treasury 
Department had acted without informing itself. 
The question now was not simply one of raising 
the price of paper, but of wholly shutting down 
trade until the embargo was removed. 

W. R. Sheffield, a manufacturer in Saugerties, 
N. Y., offered a resolution that the manufacturers 
curtail their production to fifty per cent of their 
output, and that the details be sent to the 
different divisions for arrangement. This met 
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with some opposition, as it would injure manu- 
facturers who did not use rags at all in making 
their paper. It was explained that the resolution 
was not authoritative, but simply voiced the 
sentiments of the meeting with regard to manu- 
facturers using rags. The resolution was carried, 
and the special meeting adjourned to await the 
action of the committee. 





REMOVAL OF THE PROHIBITION ON 
RAGS. 


A DESPATCH dated Washington, Oct. 23, 
States that the customs division of the Treasury 
Department on that day issued a circular modi- 
fying the circular of August 30 concerning the 
importation of rags so as to limit it to infected 
ports only, and all Mediterranean ports are 
deemed infided ports within the meaning of 
this order. It is provided, however, that no old 
rags shall be landed at any port of the United 
States except on a certificate of the United 
States Consular officer at the point of departure 
that such rags were not gathered or baled at or 
shipped from any infected place or any region 
contiguous thereto. 





INTERNATIONAL MAGAZINE COURTE- 
SIES. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 


WuiLe Harper’s and the Century Company are 
filling England with their magazines, it is no 
more than fair that England should send some 
of her representative periodicals to this country, 
and it is only a part of the game of turn-about 
that Cassell & Co., Limited, should publish two 
of their magazines with a special: eye to the 
American market. The Magazine of Art has 
been published here for some years past, so 
that it is looked upon almost as an American 
periodical. The American edition has an Ameri- 
can editor, who gives full American notes at the 
end of the magazine, and the body articles are 
international in their interest, and during the 
coming year they will be even more so. Quite 
recently Cassell’s Family Magazine has been in- 
troduced to American readers, and has found al- 
most instant favor. This magazine is sold for 
the absurdly low subscription price of one dollar 
and a half a year, which is sc little for what is 
given in it that I don’t see where the publishers 
get their money back, but I believe they are per- 
fectly satisfied. It does not appeal to the same 
audiences as Harper's and the Century, but toa 
larger one, and I should not be at all surprised 
if it got as big a circulation here in time as it has 
in England, where I believe it outstrips all rivals 
in this matter. Cassell & Co. have another set 
of periodicals, which they have not introduced 
in America as yet; one of them, the Qu/ver, is 
the most successful semi-religious magazine in 
the world. It is an illustrated magazine “ for 
Sunday and general reading,’’ and its contribu- 
tors are some of the best-known theologians of 
England ; but it has stories and general articles 
as well, and I do not see why it should not find 
a big sale in this country, for it is well known 
here, and only wants to be introduced to become 
popular. This idea of an interchange of period- 
icals seems to me to bea very good one, be- 
cause it makes the two countries better acquaint- 
ed with each other. 
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THE INTERNATIONAL LIT 
ASSOCIATION. 


TuE following are the principal suggestions | 
down by this society at its convention last mo 

1. Authors placing themselves 
jurisdiction of the contracting countries wil] } 
afforded protection for their works, whether in 
print or manuscript, and will have all the aq. 
vantages of the laws of the different nations 
embraced in the Union. 

2. These privileges wiil be dependent Upon 
the carrying out of the conditions and formali. 
ties prescribed by the legislation of the author's 
native country, or of the country in which he 
chooses to first publish his work, such country 
being, of course, one of those included in the 
convention. 

3. These stipulations apply alike to editors 
and authors of literary works, as well as to 
works of art published or created in any country 
of the Union. 

4. Authors within the jurisdiction of the Union 
will enjoy in al! the countries the exclusive rights 
of translation of their works during a period of 
ten years after publication in any one country 
of the Union of an authorized translation , 

5. It is proposed that it shall be made legal 
to publish extracts from works which have ap- 
peared in any country of the Union, provided 
that such publications are adapted for teaching 
or have a scientific character. The reciprocal 
publication of books composed of fragments of 
various authors will also be permitted. It will 
be an indispensable condition, however, that 
the source of such extracts shall at all times 
be acknowledged. 

6. On the other hand, it will be unlawful to 
publish, without special permission of the holder 
of the copyright, any piece of music, in any 
collection of music used in musical academies. 

7. Therights of protection accorded to musical 
works will prohibit arrangements of music con- 
taining fragments from other composers, unless 
the consent of such composer be first obtained. 

The head office of the International Literary 
and Artistic Association will be established at 
Berne, in which town another Congress will 
assemble next year.

D. B. COOKE. 

D. B. Cooker, formerly of the publishing 
house of W. B. Keen, Cooke & Co., of Chicago, 
died at his residence in that city yesterday. Mr. 
Cooke was a native of Ohio. His father died 
when he was still quite young, and at the age of 
twelve he secured a situation with W. W. Derby 
& Co., Cincinnati, publishers, remaining there 
until 1851, when he went to Chicago and started 
a bookstore on the site of the present Tremont 
House. Three or four years afterward he 
purchased the business and removed to No. 115 
Lake St., where he opened one of the finest 
bookstores in the West. This was burned is 
1856, and Mr. Cooke lost heavily. He started 
in business again, but soon gave it up and 
entered the employ of the American Express 
Company, where he remained six years.

1866 he entered the publishing firm of S. C. 
Griggs & Co., Chicago, and three years later he 
formed a similar partnership with W. B. Keen, 
staying with him until the fire of 1571. About 
six years ago he returned to the employ of S

The foregoing statement will suffice to show the baselessness of this appeal, and we 
need only add that but for our edition the opportunity of obtaining the work would have been 


limited to those who were able and disposed to purchase it at an exorbitant price.
